SACRAMENTO W — The 
Assembly Committee on Gov­ 
e r n m e n t Organization has 
asked for stronger California 
conflict of interest laws. 
Rut it warned against mak­ 
ing the laws so strict that 
qualified people will be re­ 
luctant to accept government 
jobs. 
The committee, in its report 
yesterday to the 1963 legisla- 


ture, said guide lines must be 
established to prevent govern­ 
ment workers 
from 
making 
private profit from their pub­ 
lic jobs. 
In

lines, 
however, caution must be ex­ 
ercised so that honest men are 
not unduly burdened or penal­ 
ized or put in a position that 
subjects them to harrassment 
b\ the opposition party,” the 


report said 
One of the main targets of 
the report was a law which 
says a public officer has no il­ 
legal interest in a contract if 
he owns less than 3 per cent 
in the private company in­ 
volved. 
It was called “ one of the 
most ludicrous statutes on the 
books.” The committee said a 
public official could own less 


than 3 per cent of the stock in 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. and still negotiate 
contracts with it even though 
his holdings amount to some 
660 million dollars and earn 
him 21 6 million dollars a year 
in dividends. 
Instead, the committee said, 
the law should prohibit public 
workers from participating in 
a firm from which they earn 


more than 5 per cent of their 
income or own more than 3 
per (ent, whichever is less.

search 
of an alphabet, 
has 
found its ABCs thousands of 
miles from home— on the cam­ 
pus of Syracuse University. 
As a result, nationals of the 
new republic of Mali, where 
Bambara is the major tongue, 
soon may be able to write ma 
ma as well as talk to ma ma in 
their native language. 


Ma ma is one expression 


that loses nothing in trans­ 
lation. It means mother. 


French has been the official 
language in 
Mali, a 
former 
French colony in West Africa. 
Until the adaption here of 
the Roman alphabet to Bam­ 
bara sounds, there was no writ­ 
ten version of the language in 
general use. Some missionaries, 
however, had devised a form of 
written Bambara in translating 
the Bible into the native lan­ 
guage. 


The ba ba (father) of the 


first officially sponsored ver­ 
sion of written Bambara is 
Robert S. Laubach, a linguis­ 
tic expert at the Syracuse 
l ’niversit\ 
School of Jour-, 


nalism. 


Laubach, with the aid of five 
educators from Mali, devised a 
28-letter system, including an 
accented “ E ” and “ 0 ” , a prim­ 
er and illustrated charts to aid 
in teaching the written lan­ 
guage. 
The charts, similar to those 
used in American elementary 
schools to teach children to 
read, are designed according to 
the formula that one picture is 
worth one word. 
Each picture. Laubach. said. 


Although Mali is rich in folk­ 
lore and poetry, Laubach said, 
the second reader would con­ 
tain simple sentences that em­ 
phasize the practical and fac­ 
tual rather than literature. The 
stress will he on such things 
as the history of the new re­ 
public and child care and nu- 
is intended to give the learner 
“ a visual association between 
the sound, which he knows, and 
the unfamiliar letters " 


The learner is introduced 


to the letter “ M” , for in­ 
stance, by a picture of a 
mother holding an infant. A 
subsequent 
illustration 
su­ 
perimposes the letter “ M” 
over 
a 
silhouette 
of 
the 


mother image. 
This is fol­ 
lowed by the word ma ma. 


The objects used in the illus­ 
trations, m many cases, re­ 
semble the letters they intro­ 
duce. The letter “ d ’ in lower 
case, for example, resembles a 
native hoe called ada ba. 
A second lesson book is be­ 
ing developed to build upon 
the “ kalang folo” (first lesson). ■

Account­ 
ing and auditing controls of the 
district make it ‘ not passible for 
any moneys to become lost and 
made available to anyone," the 
statement declared. 
4. It is "not true” that traffic 
engineer Arthur Jenkins is paid 
exorbitant sums above his $5.250 
annual retainer, or that $150.000

tion of the board of directors.” 
Fees charged by Jenkins for spe­ 
cialized studies "have been a! a 
lower rate than the regular scale 
of fees paid for other consulting 
engineers." 
All reports have not been imple­ 
mented but this is "not an unusual 
occurrence in public agency ad­ 
ministrations.

W hite is no1 
now and has not be°n since 1955 
a member of the legal firm which 
in 1961 beceme the legal advisor 
for Arthur Yottng and Co.

may take until spring to finish, 
of City Engineer Stanley M. 
Bala’s “B” Streets Report.” 
Council decided, in related 
actions, to spend $1.250 on 
Ethel Avenue, one of its 37 
“ B” streets. 
It accepted the 
low bid of $650 f r o m Russ 
Lauterwasser 
f o r 
repairing 
bridge No. one on Ethel. ('The 
second bridge remains closed 
pending a study by Bala on 
how to reopen it.) 


Councilmen 
also approved 
spending $600 for soil tests to 
be made by Harding and Asso­ 
ciates of San Rafael. Soil will 
be tested at the “creeping 
slide” located between the two 
bridges just above Russell and 
Gooch Mortuary. 
Funds will 
come from the neighborhood 
street program, City Mgr. A. E. 
Almcrants stated. 


Wornum, in a preliminary 
report on “B” streets, said his 
committee needs more statis­ 
tics before it can reach conclu­ 
sions. 


He said streets could be 
brought up to standard either 
by a $438,578 bond issue or by 
fisking residents of each street 


to form their own maintenance 
| district.

war crimes charges may follow 
the detention here of a former 
Nazi colonel accused of order­ 
ing the gassing of 90.000 Jews 
in World War II. 


Patrick Weichman. head of 
the international police organi­ 
zation Interpol in Chile, said 
last night “an even higher Nazi 
war criminal” was believed to 
be in this country and his ar­ 
rest may follow soon. 


He made the statement after 
former Col. Walter Herman 
Julius Rauff appeared before 
the Supreme Court and de­ 
clared his innocence of the 
war crimes for which West 


Germany is seeking his extra­ 


dition. 


Weichman refused to name 
the second man whose arrest 
is expected.

Bor- 


mann, Adolf Hitler’s deputy 
party chief, was reported lo­ 
cated in Chile, but the sus­ 
pect turned out to be another 
man. 
Bormann was reported 
to have met death in attempt­

war crimes charges may follow 
the detention here of a former 
Nazi colonel accused of order­ 
ing the gassing of 90,000 Jews 
in World War II. 


Tat rick Weichman, head of 
the international police organi­ 
zation Interpol in Chile, said 
last night "an even higher Nazi 
war criminar* was believed to 
be in this country and his ar­ 
rest may follow' soon. 


He made the statement after 
former Col. Walter Herman 
Julius Rauff appeared before 
the Supreme Court and de­ 
clared his innocence of the 
war crimes for which West 


Germany is seeking his extra­ 
dition. 
Weichman refused to name 
the second man whose arrest 
is expected.

Break Habit Of Giving 
Children Breakable Toys 


By PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (DPI)— Break the 
habit 
of 
giving 
youngsters 
easily breakable toys, cautions 
the executive director of the 
Child Study Assn. of America. 


Alfred D. Buchmueller says 
the parent who purposely gives 
a child easily breakable toys 
and approves of their destruc­ 
tion as a so-called “ healthy out­ 
let for hostilities’’ is making a 
grave mistake. 
“ Such an attitude is appro­ 
priate only in the case of ser­ 
iously disturbed children who 
are being clinically treated by 
professionals,” he said. 
“ It has no place in the home 
where normal children can and 
should be taught self-control." 


BUCHMUELLER 
maintains 
it’s time parents return to the 
belief in healthy self-restraint 
if children are to grow up to be 
normal, well-adjusted adults. 
To help thwart misdirected 
destructive t e n d e n c i e s in 
youngsters, Buchmueller rec­ 
ommends toys of sturdy, sub­ 
stantial 
materials — metal, 
wood or materials reinforced 
with metal. 


“ A PARENT must distin­ 
guish between normal destruc-; 
tiveness as opposed to chronic 


or repetitive destructiveness,” 
the 
mental 
health educator 
noted. 


“ Destructive impulses must 
be 
u n d e r stood as well as 
curbed. But you don’t curb a 
child the way you rein a horse 
The parent must use his best 
judgement as to whether dis­ 
ciplining the child will help or 
hinder his growth.” 


lie noted that the parent 
who allows destructiveness to 
build up. believing this is a 
healthy outlet in play, will see 
the child becoming more and 
more destructive since destruc­ 
tiveness feeds upon itself and 
becomes a habit. 


"A child knows a flimsy toy 
and instinctively resents it," 
Buchmueller said. “ He is less 
likely to take care of it and in­ 
deed may willfully destroy it. 
thereby sowing the seeds of 
hostility and destructiveness.” 
Sturdy, well-made toys are 
much more satisfying to a 
child because they are heavier, 
more 
substantial 
and 
more 
realistic, according to Buch­ 
mueller. 
He said youngsters find such 
toys more satisfying and are 
more easily persuaded to take 
care of them and learn the 
value of such care.

She 
Is in a cast from her neck to 
her knees and cannot move. 
Betty will be this way for a 
long time.

But she lives in 
pain. Tears break through, and 
she whimpers, “ It hurts so 
much; it hurts so much.” A 
stricken man, Betty’s daddy 
stands long hours at the foot 
of her bed. He was swinging 
Betty around in a circle, hold­ 
ing to her forearms. His grip 
slipped. Betty crashed against 
a cement wall. Her back and 
pelvis were broken. 
At 15, Jack has great band­ 
ages on his head. He lies with­ 
out seeing anything or hearing 
anything. Now' and then he 
moves a little. His lips quiver, 
his eyelids flutter. But Jack 
stays in his coma. Three weeks 
ago he was a big strong boy. 
During an argument with his 
father, his dad lost his temper. 
Jack didn't try to defend him­ 
self from his father’s blows. 
Finally, his dad knocked him 
off from the porch. Jack land­ 
ed on his head. There was a 
severe fracture, with extensive 
brain damage. Jack may die. 
If he survives he probably will 
be severely mentally retarded. 
When he found what he had 
done to his son, Jack’s father 
tried to kill himself. 
Betty and Jack are only two. 
As I say, each year thousands 
of children are injured by their 
parents. Most of them are hurt 
acidentally.

Ingredient Missing From 
Brown's Schools Chief Plan 


GENEVA SPELLED BACKW ARD 


111 the wake oí the bitterly fought 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion election, Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
has announced himself as again favor­ 
ing an appointive schools chief. 
This isn’t the first time the governor 
has favored making this job appointive. 
Formerly he felt the governor should 
appoint him, but now Brown says the 
superintendent should be appointed by 
the State Board of Education. 
Appointment of the state superin­ 
tendent makes sense, for he is primarily 
an administrative officer. And the ap­ 
pointment certainly should be by the 
board whose policies he is supposed to 
administer, the state education board. 
But one ingredient is left out of the gov­ 
ernor’s plan— the public. 
At the present time, the only control 
the public has over their state school 
policies is by election of the state super­ 
intendent. They certainly took advan­ 
tage of that power on Nov. 6 and de­ 
clared in no uncertain terms the type of 
education they wanted their children to 
have. 
Under the governor s plan, no mem­ 
ber of the state officials directly guiding 
school affairs would be elective. The 
only influence the public could exert on 
schools policy would be through the gov­ 
ernor. This would mean that school mat­ 
ters would become politically partisan, 
one of the things that most everyone 
wants to avoid. 


There is a solution and it is this, rath­ 
er than merely making the superintend­ 
ent appointive, that we think the legisla­ 
ture should consider. 


This isn’t new. it's merely that the 
State Board of Education be made elec­ 
tive and the state superintendent ap­ 
pointive. 
This would do several things. First, it 
would keep the voters in control of their 
educational system. Second, it w o u l d 
make the superintendent directly re­ 
sponsible to the elected board. Third, if 
the board were selected by some re­ 
gional method, such is as used by the 
State Board of Equalization, no candi­ 
date would have to make the tortuous, 
state-wide campaign which so discour­ 
ages state superintendent candidates 
now. Fourth, by electing board mem­ 
bers, the public would be much closer to 
their school planning and the members 
would be much more responsive to pub­ 
lic concern. 


It is our contention that s c h o o l s 
should not be moved too far away from 
the public. Governor B r o w n ' s plan, 
which includes lengthening the terms of 
the members so that no governor could 
appoint a majority, moves it even far­ 
ther away from those most concerned, 
the fathers and mothers. 
We oppose making the state superin­ 
tendent appointive unless and until the 
state board of education is elected.

Cost Increase For Hospital Stay 


Follows Salary Boost For Workers

As announced by surprise 
Nov. 28, it will cost $2 a day 
more to be sick in Marin Gen­ 
eral Hospital after Jan. 1. 
I say by surprise because 
though I'd heard pay raises 
were in the works I had gath­ 
ered they wouldn’t be an­ 
nounced until February—and 
room rent hikes were not 
forecast. 
The local hikes followed 
raises, negotiated by u n i o n 
leaders for the already high­ 
er-paid workers in San Fran­ 
cisco hospitals, which upped 
rent rates so they’re still high­ 
er than in Marin.

Of Government To Great Degree

WASHINGTON IT — The 
shades are down, and have 
been for quite a while, on in­ 
formation the government is 
willing to make public. At 
this time they’re not all the 
way down. They go down 
sharply in times of overseas 
crisis. 
They did in both world 
wars, in the Korean War, 
when the American U2 plane 
was shot down over the So­ 
viet Union in 1980. at the 
time of the disastrous Cuban 
invasion of 1961, and more 
recently in the Cuban ten­ 
sion of 1962. 
The Truman. Eisenhower 
and Kennedy administrations 
have all been involved— when 
there was crisis and when 
there wasn’t any. 


PRESIDENT 
KENNEDY’S 
administration got sharp news 
media criticism for its han­ 
dling of information during 
the October-November Cuban 
affair. It began easing, up on 
those particular restrictions 
when the heat died down. 
Then late last week Rep. 
John E. Moss of California, a 
member of Kennedy’s own 
Democratic party and chair­ 
man of the House subcommit­ 
tee on information, hit at the 
President and his advisers for 
management of the news. 
He cited examples of news 
restrictions 
not 
connected 
with Cuba or crises at all: 
Restrictions 
on 
covering 
underground nuclear tests in 
Nevada, 
secrecy 
about 
all 
military space activities, a re­ 
cent blackout on information 
about Russian satellite efforts 
although the Russians know- 
all about their own satellites. 


“TO A REMARKABLE de­ 
gree,” Moss said, “the White 
House itself is retaining di­ 
rect control over the handling 
of government information. 
I m p o r t a n t 
news-making 
events, ranging from a back­ 
stage greeting by Kennedy to 
members of Russia’s Bolshoi 
Ballet to the bomb tests in 
Pacific are under firm presi­ 
dential control. 
“This is not all bad, nor is 
it all to the good. When we 
realize what sort of news man­ 
agement. is going on in Wash­ 
ington today, we’d better start 
considering what—if anything 
—we're going to do about it:” 
Almost exactly a month be­ 
fore Moss, on Nov. 1, criticiz­ 
ed the Defense Department 
for an order requiring all its 
officials to report promptly 
to the Pentagon’s public rela­ 
tions office the substance of 
all interviews with newsmen. 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant 
secretary of defense in charge 
of public affairs, had put out 
the order Oct. 27. Moss didn't 
budge him. 
When the National Editor­ 


ial Association on Nov. 17 
passed a resolution protest­ 
ing Pentagon news policies, 
Sylvester 10 days later replied 
there had been a “great deal 
of twaddle” about his order. 


But the whole reason for 
news restrictions— or lack of 
reason—lies between war and 
twaddle, between 
necessity 
and nonsense. It takes these 
main forms: 
Withholding news w h i c h 
truly might endanger nation­ 
al security. No one quarrels 
in such. a. case, when it’s real. 
Sometimes it isn’t. 
Because it is arbitrary to 
call some information secret 
when it isn’t necessary, there 
is an unrelenting need for 
public vigilance.. 'This is the 
root of the endless dispute 
with government. 


THEN THERE is the Syl­ 
vester system of compelling 
officials to report on their 
conversations with newsmen. 
This may help keep top Pen­ 
tagon officials informed on 
what their subordinates are 
saying. 
But it cannot help but dis­ 
courage those 
subordinates 
from talking to newsmen al­ 
together. Having to report on 
what was said means extra 
work and could cause them 
difficulty 
if 
the 
boss-man 
thinks they talked too much. 
Withholding information is 
also one of the neatest ways 
to cover mistakes. Kennedy 
said his administration would 
not conceal its mistakes. He 
himself 
frankly 
took 
the 
blame for the Cuban invasion, 
fiasco. 
Yet, by his doing so, the 
public was deprived of know­ 
ing who among his aides 
goofed. 
The House Government Op­ 
erations Committee, parent 
group of Moss’ subcommittee, 
said in 1960 secrecy is “the 
first refuge of incompetents.” 


THE VERY TIMES in which 
we live complicate and. torture 
the problem of withholding 
news. It is understandable in 
wartime. It is not at all un­ 
derstandable 
in 
peacetime. 
But we are in a period that 
is neither war nor peace. 
In short, this is a. moment 
in history when the govern­ 
ment can release more news 
than it could during war but 
less than it could in peace. 
Presidents Truman, Eisen­ 
hower and Kennedy have all 
had to order some restraints 
in this cold war period, but 
ever since Truman began it, 
the 
government 
has 
been 
'■criticized 
for 
pulling 
the 
shades down too far for the 
national good.

Mathews

Directors said they’d 
study this. 


CORTE MADERA Note: In 
approving final, parking plans 
for the controversial Madera 
Village Motel, the Corte Ma­ 
dera Town Council found it­ 
self voting against the posi­ 
tion of Town Mgr.-Engr. Ar­ 
thur H. Brandow. 
He opposed the plans be­ 
cause by the time space was 
found for 128 legal-sized park­ 
ing spaces, two areas on the 
southern driveway were made 
into loading areas. Brandow 
regards these as traffic haz­ 
ards. 
He didn't volunteer his po­ 
sition or argue with the coun­ 
cil as local motel investors 
stood by demanding action.

The opponent with the ace 
of hearts would see clearly 
that he had to hold on to that 
card for dear life, and he 
would allow his partner to stop 
the clubs. 


LOWLY DEUCE 
The lowly deuce of diamonds 
was not as good a threat as the 
king of hearts, but it enjoyed 
the advantage of being con­ 
cealed instead of staring the 
opponents in the face. 
After ruffing the 
second 
heart South got to dummy 
with a spade and ruffed the 
king of hearts. 
Then he ran four more 
rounds of trumps w i t h o u t 
bothering to ruff a diamond in 
dummy.

The next 20 years will be a “new golden era” 
for the San Francisco Bay Area, Stanley E. McCaf- 
froy, president of the San Francisco Bay Area Coun­ 
cil, told the Sausalito Rotary Club luncheon at the 
Alta Mira Hotel yesterday. 


McCaffrey said he believed there will be more 
change during the next decade than has been ex­ 
perienced id the past 100 years.

Hope that Marin County will finally be includ­ 
ed in a rapid transit system of the future was voic­ 
ed by McCaffrey, who said that approval of the sys­ 
tem by voters of Alameda, Contra Costa and San 
I* rancisco counties is “one of the greatest actions 
ever taken” in this area. 


As result of this approval, the speaker said, 
many industrial firms in various parts of the United 
States have inquired about locations here.

—The “Day of Infamy’* was 
marked quietly and without 
ceremony today while the Navy 
at Pearl Harbor turned its at­ 
tention to sports.

Is Jewishness a matter of 
birth or religion? 


Jews have been arguing that 
question for several thousand I 
years, and have never arrived j 
at a clear-cut answer. 


Yesterday the 
S u p r e m e 
Court of Israel settled it—so 
far as Israeli immigration lawsj 
are 
concerned — by 
coming 
down on the side of religion as j 
the acid test of Jewish identity. 


But the court ruling (from 
which one of the five justices 
|vigorously dissented) certainly 
I will not end the controversy. 
So far as America’s five and 
one-half million Jews are con­ 
cerned, it is iust another opin­ 
ion in an ancient and perhaps 
insoluble debate. 


The case before the court in­ 
volved a Roman Catholic monk, i 
Father Daniel, who sought Is­ 
raeli citizenship under the 1950 j 
"law of return’’ which granted \ 
automatic immigration 
rights 
to every Jew.

During the argument of the 
case, the monk’s attorney cited 
a rabbinical law w hich declares 
that any man born of a Jewish 
mother is a Jew. 


But the date's attorney re­ 
plied that this definition dates 
back only to the middle ages— 
not very long ago in the history 
of this ancient people— and 
that it was formulated not to 
give a Jew rights, hut to pre­ 
vent him from divesting him­ 
self from the burden; of Jew­ 
ishness. 
The state's attorney also con­ 


tended 
that 
the 
religion of 
Judiai.sm b part of the “cul­ 
tural heritage” of the Jewish 
people, r:id that anyone who 
repudiates that heritage by em­ 
bracing a different faith has 
forfeited the right to be re- 
; garded as a Jew, 
The court evidently 
found 
this argument convincing. 
Its ruling will be welcomed 
by suchc anti-Zionist grouo.s 
the American Council on Juda­ 
ism, which has 
long insisted 
Jewishness is purely a matter 
of religion- faith, with no nec­ 
essary relation to ethnic origin 
or nationality. 
It al-o will be warmly re- 
: eeived by many non-Jews, like 
historian Arnold Toynbee, who 
have warned that anti-Semitism 
feeds on the notion that Jews 
are a separate “ race.” 
Eut it is not likely to change 
the minds of millions of Jews 
who— in 
actual 
practice— re­ 
gard a person as a Jew if he 
is born of Jewish parents, even 
though he may have no detect­ 
able intere-t in or loyalty to 
ihe religion of Judaism.
